New Drug 
Successful In 
T.B. Cure 


LONDON.—The British Medi- 
cal Research Council announced 
new successes in the treatment 
of tuberculosis of the lungs by 
using another drug in combina- 
tion with streptomycin—which, 
when used alone, may cause 
bacilli to develop resistance. 

But the council said that, though 
the new knowledge was “so impor- 
tant” that it was worth issuing a 
preliminary statement to doctors, 
trials were not yet complete, 

The statement, published in the 
British Medical Journal, deals with 
the use of PAS (paraaminosalicylic 
acid) and streptomycin together in 
the treatment of certain forms of tu- 
berculosis, and declares: 

“The trial has demonstrated un- 
equivocally the combination reduces 
considerably the risk of development 
of streptomycin-resistant strains of 
tubercle bacilli during the six months 
following the start of treatment.” 

The council pointed out the trial 
was continuing and was aimed at 
overcoming the major disadvantage 
in the use of streptomycin alone— 
the emergence of bacilli immune to 
streptomycin. Once those resistant 
germs have emerged, the patient can 
not again be treated with streptomy- 
cin, as it is no longer effective.

If you're fond of a lot of colour, 
there’s no reason why you can’t have 
as much as you want of it in any 
room you decorate. That is, of 
course, if you're careful about the 
colours you use, 

There seems to have been a rather 
dull dilemma around of late, that 
more than two (or at the very most 
three) colours in the same room 
made a hodge-podge of the entire 
decoratitfg scheme. Yet one of the 
loveliest bedrooms I have seen in 
years contained no less than six col- 
ours. And they were six distinct 
colours—not varying shades of the 
same one. I was amazed when I 
counted therti—for so skilfully blend- 
ed were they that each tempered and 
complemented the other, so that the 
overall effect was one of perfect at- 
tunement, 

They went like this: the walls were 
papered in a soft deep blue—with the 
small alcove into which the bed was 
set in off-white. Bedspread and 
draperies wefe in chintz with a pre- 
dominating pattern of rose and 
green. Furniture throughout (except 
for the bed which was the continental 
type) was in dark brown walnut. The 
wall-to-wall floor covering was in a 
soft grey. ! 

So there you have it—blue, green, 
rose, white, brown, grey—all looking 
as though they belonged very much 


together, And they did because they 
had been skilfully selected as to tone, 
carefully placed and carefully blend- 
ed, 

The effect was lovely—and it can 
be achieved in any room. Great care, 
of course, has to be taken in the se- 
lection of colours. 

The logical way to select colour 
for a room, is to consider first the 
three areas where colour will pre- 
dominate, These are the walls—and 
to a lesser degree—the windows, 

First, select wallpaper in a colour 
and pattern suitable to the character, 
lighting, etc., of your room. Then 
choose, for the floor, a colour that 
either blends or contrasts pleasantly 
with the colours in the wallpaper. 
Put swatches of these together and 
decide whether or not they are 
“right”. Decide carefully. Look at 
them both under artificial light and 
in the natural light of day. If they 
“go together” then choose a material 
for draperies that blends with the 
wallpaper and floor covering. When 
these three form a happy trio, then 
your decorating is half done, From 
here it remains only to select tones 
of these colours—or different colours 
that blend or contrast—for the up- 
holstery, slip-covers and accessories 
of the room,

They are fitted 
with unbreakable glasses encased in 
rubber frames. If these fail to cor- 
rect the condition, the operation is 
performed — sometimes on children 
only 18 months old—after careful 
calculation of the distance the eye 


|must be turned, 


Surgeons straighten the eyes by 
moving muscles attached to the side 
of the eyeballs, The eyeball is not 
taken from the socket. That’s im- 
possible, despite popular belief. It 
is turned to one side and held by in- 
struments, 


Usually muscles on both sides of 
the eye have to be moved, one tight- 
ened and one loosened, This is where 
the skill of the surgeon is tested. 

He must sew a muscle about the 
size and thickness of a piece of baby 
ribbon to the pasteboard—thin outer 
covering of the eye. And he must 
do it without sewing through the 
eyeball covering. 

The operation takes only 45 min- 
utes and the children go home in & 
day or two, Ninety per cent. of first 
operations are successful. The rest 
need a second. 

Later the child is given a series of 
exercises to bring the turned eye, 
usually weak through disuse, to equal 
strength with the normal eye.
